Yankee Air Museum putting up Fly Zone Exploration Station 


The Yankee Air Museum is dismantling 
its Mars Rover Exploration Station and 
making way for its next big attraction: Fly 
Zone. 

The Exploration Station is the museum’s 
area for providing kids with interesting 
and challenging “hands-on” educational 
activities. 

In 2014, nearly 6,000 students visited the 
museum and had the opportunity to operate 
small robotic rovers on artificial landscape 
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simulating the rigors of maneuvering on 
rugged Martian terrain and grasping objects 
by remote control. 

Coming Feb. 28, Fly Zone promises more 
excitement than ever. 

“Tt’s the Exploration Station transformation 
and Fly Zone is the next dimension,” said 
Kevin Walsh, Executive Director. 

“We’re building an aerial challenge course 
for unmanned aircraft systems (UAS). 
Wait until the kids get a load of this. They 
thought our rover experience was exciting. 
They’ ll find this truly amazing.” 

Walsh explained that the Exploration 
Station is an important feature of the 
Yankee Air Museum because it’s where 
young imaginations are captured and real 


learning begins. He says kids like to be 
immersed in technical subjects in ways 
they can understand. 

“It’s absolutely essential for us to keep our 
interactive displays in sync with advances 
in aviation,’ added Walsh. “Unmanned 
aircraft systems are frequently in the news, 
and now we are applying our skills to 
give people practical understanding of the 
technology.” 

Walsh said the museum invested in special 
padded flooring and netting to confine the 
aircraft within the safe Fly Zone. Up to 
four aircraft will be able to operate in Fly 
Zone and the occasional crash is expected, 
but the design of the airspace will keep

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VBT Board takes four hours to approve budgets, all on 6-1 votes

With a few hours to spare, the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees held public 
hearings on 18 of its budgets before the end 
of the year, as required by state law, and 
then passed them all. 

All votes were 6-1, with Trustee Reggie 
Miller voting no each time. 

The budget session started at 4 p.m. on 
Dec. 30 and ended more than four hours 
later at 8:06 p.m. 

It was the public comment that took most 
of the time. At one point, during a five- 
minute break, Supervisor Linda Combs 
called the police department to send over 
an officer or two to be on hand to restore 
order in case speaker John Delaney got 
farther out of hand. He had been speaking 
loudly and refused to stop talking. 

Police assistance turned out not to be 
necessary, although several officers were 
on hand, on and off, for the rest of the 
meeting. 

Delaney was critical of a long line of 
issues, including the time of the meeting 
(4 p.m. instead of 7 p.m., when working 
people in the community could attend), not 
getting the budget to study before the Dec. 
16 meeting (he said, not to worry, he stole 
one to study), ongoing complaints about 
past Supervisor Paul White (who wouldn’t 
put dust prevention on the private road 
Delaney lives on), expanding the DDA, 
and many more. 

In four separate votes, board members 
approved: 

e A resolution approving the Water and 
Sewer fee schedule; 

e The 2014 amended Water and Sewer 
Budget and the 2015 proposed Water and 
Sewer Budget (including the 6% raise in 
water and sewer rates); 

e The 2014 amended General Fund Budget 
($13,165,269), the 2015 proposed General 
Fund Budget ($14,029,375), and the 2015 
Salaried Employee Wage Schedule; and 

¢ The 2014 Amended and 2015 Proposed 
Special Revenue Fund Budgets, which 
lumped all of the eight funds and their two 
budgets into one motion. 

The Special Revenue Funds are: 

1. The federal Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) as the projects apply 
to VBT’s fiscal year; 

2. Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA); 

3. Local Development Finance Authority 
(LDFA); 

4. Federal Forfeiture Fund; 

5. State Forfeiture Fund; 

6. E 9-1-1 Service Fund; 

7. Landfill Fund; and 

8. Belleville Area Museum. 

Trustee Miller said her no votes on the 
Water and Sewer fee schedule and the

Water and Sewer budgets were because, 
although VBT has to cover the raise in 
price from Detroit, she said she disagrees 
with the extra tacked on to that amount 
because, “It’s a hardship on our seniors.” 

She said she would vote no on the other 
budgets because she thought the board 
needed to look at the strategic plan it 
worked out last February (in a 7.5-hour 
session). She said although the board is 
considering paying down the amount owed 
on the Visteon bonds, the board needs a 
budget stabilization plan. 

Miller said there needs to be more 
communication with department heads and 
the elected officials didn’t need the raises 
they got in the budget. 

“I am voting no because I am facing 
reality,” Miller said. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said he is facing Miller’s 
concerns and he commended her for 
bringing to light the procedural difficulties, 
“in spite of the late hour.” 

He referred to her calling out of the board 
at its Dec. 16 meeting that said the budget 
public hearing couldn’t be held that night 
because it was not posted according to 
law. That’s why the budget hearing was 
postponed to Dec. 30 in the middle of the 
holidays. 

Jahr said new positions have been created 
that are not necessary, but the purchasing 
of equipment is necessary. He apparently 
referred to the $100,000 down payment on 
a new ladder truck. 

He said his concerns with parts of the 
$14 million budget don’t justify a symbolic 
vote of no. 

“We have to adopt this budget,” Jahr said, 
adding the final document was presented 
Dec. 16. “If this was November we could 
all vote symbolically no and go back over 
it. We have to get the budget approved, so 
I will vote yes.” 

“It’s unfortunate this had to be extended 
to this late date,’ said Trustee Brenda 
McClanahan. “This is a lot to take in at 
the last minute ... But, it is what it is... 
We’re doing the best we can... I would 
have to agree with Trustee Jahr. We need to 


approve this budget and move on.” 

Clerk Leon Wright said board members 
have agreed to disagree for a common 
cause. 

“We need to work on this throughout 
the year ... but nobody’s perfect,” Wright 
said. “We have a budget that I think is 
presentable here.” He said that night’s 
meeting was one of the best procedures on 
a budget he’s seen because the board “got 
comments from everyone.” 

After the motion was made to approve 
the general fund budget, Trustee Phil Hart 
said, “I don’t think everyone agrees on 
everything in this budget. We’ll make tough 
decisions in 2015. But, it’s unconscionable 
for me to vote no and close down services 
to the residents.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd also objected to 
shutting down the township with a no vote. 
“T will not vote no,” she said. 

She also objected to spending more money 
than is coming into the township, using the 
landfill funds to make up the difference. 

Supervisor Linda Combs said she will 
set up the calendar for next year’s budget 
discussions so the board will have plenty 
of time to go over everything. She said 
this was her budget and she took full 
responsibility for the way everything went 
this year and the lateness of the budget 
votes. 

“We need to look at how we evaluate 
employees,” Trustee Miller said. “Some 
got raises some didn’t.” 

Trustee Hart agreed, saying they need to 
focus on performance and need to avoid 
requests for high-salary increases (possibly 
referring to the $8,000 raises for the cable 
director and fire chief). 

Earlier in the discussion, Jahr said, “We 
are not facing the real problem of the 
township. I share your concern with the 
salaries. I think they should be uniform.” 
He referred to Miller’s report that she and 
Trustee Brenda McClanahan got boosts in 
their trustee pay to bring them up to the 
other trustees, where they should have 
been. 

All the elected officials also got 1.5% 


raises, following what the negotiated 

AFSCME union contract brought to its 

members. In fact, all the employees, 

including salaried personnel (other than 

those just hired), got the 1.5% raise. 
AFSCME 

Brenda Kurtz, president of the American 
Federation of State, County, and Municipal 
Employees (AFSCME) local, questioned 
why salaried personnel and elected officials 
got the raise her union had negotiated. The 
previous year salaried personnel got the 
union’s signing bonus, too, although they 
hadn’t signed any new contracts. 

Among other things, she also questioned 
Clerk Wright’s salary, saying he was taking 
$5,000 in longevity money he hadn’t earned 
yet as of Jan. 1. 

Wright said the longevity pay was rolled 
into the salaries and not listed separately 
on the employee wage schedule for the 
elected personnel this year. 

Kurtz stated the longevity was rolled in 
and then the 1.5% raise figured to increase 
that figure. She asked Wright how much 
his longevity pay was and he said he didn’t 
know. Then he said it was $250 a year. 
Times seven years that is $1,750. 

The AFSCME contract called for 1.5% 
raises in 2015 and 2016 and 2.5% raises in 
2017 and 2018. 

“I negotiated your union contract that is 
8% over four years. We’re getting 6%,” 
Wright said. 

“You’re getting 6% in 2015,” Kurtz 
said, referring to her figures “Can union 
employees get their 8% in 2015?” 

Kurtz said the supervisor told the 
union they would give 1.5% for salaried 
employees “and we have an elected official 
getting more than a 1.5% raise.” She asked 
how many others were rolling longevity 
into their pay? 

Trustees Hart, Miller, and McClanahan 
said they do not have longevity pay.

In Sunday’s Detroit Free Press/News, 
there was a long story on the deterioration 
of concrete runways at Metro Airport and 
how they need to be fixed.

It is reported to be suffering 
from alkali/silica reaction, ASR, which 
causes concrete to expand and crack when 
exposed to moisture over time. 

The story also mentioned a runway 
at Willow Run Airport which is also 
operated by the Wayne County Airport 
Authority. That runway reopened in 
October at Willow Run after a $45 million 
reconstruction of the 75-year-old runway 
that was originally built by Henry Ford 
to launch B-24 bombers. That runway has 
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been repaired many times but, to be fair, did 
not experience the same volume of heavy 
traffic as the Metro Airport runways.

There’s going to be a new outlet shopping 
mall in Romulus at Wick and Vining roads 
off I-94 opposite the 
airport. The Eagle 
newspaper describes 
it as an “open-air” 
shopping center with 75 > 
stores of “the best brand , 
names in retail.” It will f ~ 
be 325,000 square feet 
and they hope to break ground in February 
or March and open in 2016. 

The outlet mall complex was first planned 
for Canton Township, at the northeast 
corner of I-275 and Ford Road. It was to 
have 100 stores and 375,000 square feet of 
retail space. But in late December, Paragon 
Outlet Partners LLC decided that the 
Canton location would be too expensive 
because of the challenges presented, 
especially Ford Road traffic. 

Paragon joined forces with New England 
Development for the Romulus project. 
Romulus Mayor Burcroff said the project 
is on a tight timeline, but city departments 
would work with them to expedite the 
necessary paperwork and permits.

the UAS pilot safe and any damage to the 
vehicle minimal. 

“Fly Zone is our logical next step,” said 
Rachel Krumwiede, Yankee Air Museum’s 
Director of Education. “In fact, we started 
talking about this exhibit virtually the day 
after we opened the Mars program. There 
has been a lot of planning involved over 
the past year, including consultations with 
the Detroit Aircraft Corporation, which 
manufactures unmanned aircraft systems. 
Fly Zone will be engaging, stimulating 
and certainly fun. The goal is to pique a 
child’s interest, then get them to go further, 
inquire more and talk about what they’re 
learning.” 

Krumwiede stressed the importance of 
having the right mix of sophistication and 
fun to blend into a meaningful educational 
experience. She says, “It'll never get old” 
because Fly Zone is designed to have 
myriad missions for the kids to fly at 
different skill levels. 

Krumwiede, who has been test-piloting 
UASs for weeks to determine the best ones 
to procure for Fly Zone, is mindful that 
remote-controlled aircraft of all shapes 
and sizes were popular gifts this holiday 
season. She says there are employment 
opportunities in the UAS industry and a 
primary goal of Exploration Station is to 
expose kids to emerging career paths. 

“Unmanned aircraft systems are the future 
of aviation,” said Jon Rimanelli, chairman 
of Detroit Aircraft Corporation. “The 
practical applications of this technology 
to solve problems and keep people safe 
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are endless. DAC is always working with 
students, their fresh minds, and innovative 
approaches. Collaborating with Yankee Air 
Museum on Fly Zone is a great extension 
of our motto, ‘Aerial assets for all.’ ” 

Rimanelli said his unmanned aircraft 
systems are being reviewed by first 
responders who need ways of safely 
assessing dangerous situations before 
sending in police officers or firefighters. 
He is planning a UAS demonstration for 
the grand opening of Fly Zone. 

Once the Mars rover display is dismantled, 
work will begin on preparing the floor and 
wall subsurface for the construction of the 
thickly padded UAS confinement area. Fly 
Zone opens on Feb. 28, and will be in the 
Yankee Air Museum’s high bay area at 
47884 D Street, Belleville. 

The Museum remains open while this 
construction is underway.

able to assist more than 1,000 families in 
Van Buren and Sumpter Townships and the 
City of Belleville with Thanksgiving and 
Christmas holiday food. These numbers 
seem to indicate that there is a real need for 
assistance in our community. 

When the First United Methodist Church 
began to serve the area communities with 
a food closet in 1985 little did anyone 
think we would still be functioning today. 
We began life as an emergency source 
of food for individuals and families who 
could show a documented and verifiable 
emergency need. We are not a permanent 
source of food. We are a 501c(3) non-profit 
organization staffed entirely by volunteers 
and we have been working closely with the 
Salvation Army, Community Care Services 
(CCS), the school system, and other area 
churches. When a client comes in for food 
they are given an emergency bag of food 
and a list of these area agencies from which 
they can obtain a referral enabling them to 
return for additional food when necessary. 

Our funding comes entirely from our 
donations and gifts from the community 
and our congregation. We have fund- 
raisers, such as our bake sale at the 
Harvest Fest and the church parking lot 
at Strawberry Festival time. We depend 
heavily on the United Postal Workers food 
drive held nationally every May and the 
Boy Scouts door-to-door food drive in the 
fall as sources of food. We have no state or 
federal government funding. 

Over the past few years we have begun 
to see more and more of our clients coming 
weekly for food and personal hygiene and 
paper products. It has been a gradual process 
both on the part of the client and the staff of 
the food closet to slip into a casual “once a 
week” occurrence. When we reviewed our 
numbers for the past few years we found 
that we cannot be the sole source of food 
for the ever-growing number of clients. 

After extensive evaluation of our 
program, it has been decided that we at the 
food closet would continue to serve those 
in need. Rather than on a weekly basis, 
clients would be requested to come for 
food on an emergency “as-needed” basis 
and no more than every OTHER week. We 
will continue as an emergency source of 
food for those in real need, but ask that our 
clients budget their requirements as we must 
budget our resources. We will continue to 
be good stewards of the donations and gifts 
entrusted to us.

Supervisor Combs called the meeting to order 
at 4:00 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor Combs, Clerk Wright, Treasurer 
Budd, Trustee Hart, Trustee Jahr, Trustee 
McClanahan and Trustee Miller. Others in 
attendance: Secretary Montgomery, DDA 
Director Ireland, Deputy Director-Fire Besson, 
Assessing Coordinator Stevenson, Senior 
Director Jordan, and an audience of thirteen 

(13). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Treasurer Budd 
requested removal of Consent Agenda items 
#1 and #2 [Work Study Minutes of December 
15, 2014 and Regular Board Meeting Minutes 
of December 16, 2014]. Hart moved, Wright 
seconded to approve the agenda as amended. 
Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Hart 
seconded to open the public Hearing on the 
2014 Amended General Fund Budget and 2015 
proposed General Fund Budget at 4:03 p.m. 
Residents commented on time of the Special 
Board Meeting; 2015 proposed wages in the 
Supervisors Office, 2015 proposed movement 
of Public Safety Internet Technology position 
from the Public Safety Department to 
the Internet Technology Department; 2015 
proposed Fire Department capital outlay 
budget; 2015 proposed departmental budgets; 
2015 proposed Recreation Department wage 
increase; utilization of landfill funds to balance 
the budget; Fire Station staffing levels, training 
and response times; dissemination of draft 
budget to the public; providing directives and 
direction to departmental Directors; road dust 
prevention; museum funding sources and 2014 
amended Developmental Services consultant 
costs. Senior Director Jordan commented 
on the 2015 proposed Senior Department 
staffing, wages and increase in the services 
provided. AFSCME Local 236 President Kurtz 
commented on AFSCME bargained positions 
budgeted but not filled and the Clerk’s proposed 
2015 salary. 

At 5:25 p.m. McClanahan moved, Miller 
seconded to recess for five minutes. Motion 
Carried. 

The Board of Trustees meeting reconvened 
at 5:30 p.m. Comments from Board members 
included: the Special Board Meeting time 
was agreed upon by a majority of the Board 
of Trustees; the Supervisor’s Office wages 
included a 29 hour Executive Assistant and a 
full time Human Resource position in 2015; the 
2015 capital outlay in the Fire Department was 
for the down payment on a new ladder truck; the 
2015 increase in the Recreations wage line item 
was due to combining Community Services 
with Recreation; Fire Station staffing levels 
provide for four employees at both stations 24 
hours daily; changes will be made in the budget 
process to allow for significant improvements; 
directives and direction to departmental 
Directors is provided on an individual basis 
and a commitment is being made to develop 
a performance review process; a review of the 
Wayne County roads dust prevention schedule 
will occur; funding sources for the museum 
are being reviewed; Developmental Services 
consultants were needed prior to filling the 
Director position; landfill funds have been used 
to balance the budget since its inception and 
moving forward additional ways to reduce the 
amount used for general operating expenditures 
needs to be explored; many variables make 


up the budget; the Public Safety Department 
is being adequately funded to satisfy the level 
of service that the Board has determined the 
Township needs which is a high level of service; 
the increase in the Clerk Salary for 2015 was due 
to the Boards decision to eliminate longevity as 
a separate item and roll the cap into wages for all 
eligible Trustees and that all part-time Trustees 
are being brought to the same wage level; 
increase in Clerk’s office wage line item was to 
bring a part time union employee to full time as 
a shared position with the Treasurer’s office; the 
Developmental services 2015 budget includes 
an additional union position and the 2015 Senior 
Department budget maintains the current two, 
29 hour a week, employees as desired by the 
majority of the Board of Trustees. Budd moved, 
Wright seconded to close the public hearing at 
6:34 p.m. Carried. 

Budd moved, McClanahan supported to open 
the Public Hearing on 2014 Amended and 2015 
Proposed Special Revenue Funds Budgets 
at 6:35. Carried. Resident commented on 
the Downtown Development Authority and 
potential of additional tax capture by extending 
the district; LDFA consultant fees, legal fees 
and administrative wages. DDA Director 
Ireland commented that any attempt to amend 
the current boundaries would put the DDA in a 
position that would allow current members of 
the district to opt out and by keeping it the way 
it is allows the DDA to do more. Board members 
commented on: the desire to have the DDA to 
come back to the Board with a presentation 
on their budget; the need for a review of the 
Townships responsibility over the DDA; the 
re-finance of the LDFA bonds with Board 
member knowledge of all re-finance options; 
that administrative wages are reimbursed by 
the LDFA to township employees for services 
provided; that the LDFA members are non- 
compensated; that the Township is spending 
more money than it captures though the millage; 
that the general fund balance and the landfill 
funds are going down; that the board needs to 
start dialogue focusing on concrete proposals 
to address funding concerns; that alternative 
sources of funding are being explored to support 
the Museum and a financial review should 
occur in three months and that the percentage 
of the tax captured in the DDA district comes 
from other taxing jurisdictions and through the 
police millage. Miller moved, McClanahan 
seconded to close the public hearing at 7:20 
p.m. Carried. 

CORRESPONDENCE: None 

PUBLIC COMMENT: Residents commented 
on the proposed Water and Sewer rate increase; 
expressed concern regarding expenses in the 
Water Department and requested that the budget 
be reviewed again in February. 

NEW BUSINESS: Jahr moved, McClanahan 
seconded to approve resolution 2014-30 the 
2015 Water and Sewer fee schedule. Roll call 
vote. Yeas: Combs, Budd, Wright, Hart, Jahr, 
McClanahan. Nays: Miller. Motion Carried. 
Trustee Miller indicated she was voting no 
because even though some of these fees were 
justified by increases from external entities she 
felt there needed to be a deeper understanding 
of how the additional increases were to be 
divided up. 

Wright moved, McClanahan seconded to 
approve the 2014 amended Water and Sewer 
Budget and the 2015 Proposed Water and Sewer 
Budget. Roll call Vote. Yeas: Combs, Budd, 
Wright, Hart, Jahr, McClanahan. Nays: Miller. 
Motion Carried. 

Trustee Miller indicated she was voting no 
because it correlates with the Water and Sewer 
fee schedule. 

Wright moved, McClanahan seconded to 
approve the 2014 amended General Fund 


Budget, the 2015 Proposed General Fund Budget 
and Resolution 2014-32 the 2015 Salaried 
Employee Wage Schedule. Treasurer Budd 
requested the motion include: A) Revenues in 
excess of those noted shall be dedicated to fund 
balance; B) Fiscal year line items, which are 
not expensed, with the exception of specified 
reserve line items, shall revert to net income; C) 
Approval of appendices noted above as part of 
the General Fund Budget; D) Revenue as “Tax 
Administrative Fee” is to continue as in past 
practice. The allocated millage for Township 
operations is 4.9144, which represents .9144 
mill for Township Operations and 4 mills for 
Public Safety; E) Adoption by departmental 
total; F) Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
hereby sets the value for capitalization of fixed 
asset at $1,000 for items having a useful life 
greater than one year. The exception would be 
computer and technology equipment for which 
items with values less than $1,000 will be 
grouped and depreciated as long as the total of 
the grouped items exceeds the $1,000 threshold; 
and G) December 30, 2014 approval supersedes 
prior resolutions. Roll Call Vote. Yeas: Combs, 
Budd, Wright, Hart, Jahr, McClanahan. Nays: 
Miller. Motion Carried. 

DISCUSSION ON THE 2014 AMENDED 
GENERAL FUND BUDGET AND 2015 
PROPOSED GENERAL FUND BUDGET: 
Trustee Miller commented that even though 
the entire Board spent a significant amount of 
time going over the budget she felt they also 
needed to look at the Strategic Plan they went 
over in February and correlate it to the budget; 
review options regarding the LDFA bonds to a 
greater degree, have a budget stabilization plan; 
strengthened the relationship with the DDA and 
the Department head; that raises for Elected 
Officials were unnecessary; in the end we are 
spending more than we should and we need a 
better process in place. Trustee Jahr commented 
that he shared some of the comments and 
concerns made by Miller but indicated he would 
be voting yes because it was necessary to have 
the budget in place before the New Year. Trustee 
McClanahan commented that the delay in the 
budget process caused a lot of anxiety but in 
the future we will get better and with that being 
said we need to approve the budget and work 
towards a better year. Clerk Wright thanked the 
entire Board for doing their due diligence in 
going through the budget process, agreeing to 
disagree and in the end coming together for a 
common cause. We are doing our due diligence 
and spending Township funds and revenues 
like we should. Trustee Hart commented that 
he does not believe everyone on the Board can 
agree on everything in the Budget but that the 
Board is working very hard and in 2015 some 
tough decisions will need to be made. Treasurer 
Budd commented she did not believe we should 
be taking more from the Landfill than we take 
in; that we need to get back on track on some of 
the expenditures and set a budget review date 
in February. Supervisor Combs commented she 
will establish a budget calendar according to 
Michigan State Law so that we are in compliance 
with everything and so the Board has a chance 
to consider everything in advance of having to 
pass anything. Miller also commented that we 
need to look at the review process on how we 
evaluate our employees because there is not a 
process in place. Hart requested an analysis, a 
comparative of salaries, of equal work within 
the Township and with other municipalities 
which would include performance to objectives 
review. McClanahan stated without a policy we 
cannot put anything in place. Jahr commented 
he wanted a time table in 2015 to address the 
major problems and come up with a long range 
plan for the Township referencing Visteon Bond 
payments and finite Landfill funds.
